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MSC  Allowed  4 
Nominations  for 
Danforth  Grants 

For  those  who  are  interested  I 
in  college  teaching  as  a  career, 
the  Danforth  Fpundation 
grants  financial  awards.  Jun¬ 
iors,  especially,  who  plan  to 
study  for  a  Ph.  D.  in  a  field 
common  to  the  undergraduate 
study,  should  now  be  consider¬ 
ing  this  program. 

The  Danforth  Graduate  Fel¬ 
lowship  program  was  estab¬ 
lished  in  1951  with  the  aim  of 
giving  personal  encouragement 
and  financral  support  to  select¬ 
ed  college  seniors  and  recent 
graduates  who  seek  to  become 
college  teachers. 

The  award  is  for  one  year 
and  is  normally  renewable  for 
a  total  of  four  academic  years 
of  graduate  study.  Current  an¬ 
nual  limits  are:  Single,  $1800; 
married,  $2200,  plus  depend¬ 
ency  allowances  for  children; 
and  required  tuition  and  fees. 

AU  applicants  may  be  single 
or  married,  must  be  less  than 
thirty  years  of  age  at  the  time 
of  application,  and  may  not 
have  undertaken  any  graduate 
or  professional  study  beyond 
the  baccalaureate.  These  Fel¬ 
lowships  are  open  to  persons  of 
any  creed,  race,  or  citizenship. 
Candidates  should  be  reason¬ 
ably  certain  that  they  desire  a 
career  in  college  teaching  and 
will  enter  an  accredited  U.  S. 
graduate  school  in  the  fall  of 
1965. 

Special  attention  is  given  to 
these  areas  in  considering  can¬ 
didates  for  Fellowships;  1.  Evi¬ 
dence  of  intellectual  power  and 
academic  acliievement,  which 
is  a  thorough  foundation  for 
graduate  study.  2.  Evidence  of 
personal  characteristics  which 
are  likely  to  contribute  to  ef¬ 
fective  teaching  and  to  con¬ 
structive  relationships  with 
students. 

Liaison  Officers,  appointed 
by  the  President  of  each  ac¬ 
credited  college,  have  the  sole 
right  to  nominate  between  two 
and  five  qualified  persons  (de¬ 
pending  on  undergraduate  en¬ 
rollment)  for  their  institutions. 
MSC  is  allowed  four  nomina¬ 
tions.  The  MSC  Liaison  Officer 
is  Mr.  James  R.  Saucerman.

'The  Crucible' 

To  Be  Nov.  19-20 

Arthur  Miller’s  play,  “The 
Crucible,”  which  is  to  be  pre¬ 
sented  in  the  main  auditorium 
of  the  Administration  building, 
Nov.  19  and  20,  is  the  shocking 
story  of  Uie  persecution  of  the 
people  accused  of  witchcraft  in 
Salem,  Massachusetts,  in  1692. 
Though  this  play  has  been 
changed  to  resemble  our  pres¬ 
ent  day  political  investigations, 
it  is  still  an  accurate  portrait 
of  the  terror  and  ferocity  with 
wliich  a  few  God-fearing  Amer¬ 
icans  accused  one  another  of 
deaUngs  with  the  devil. 

Although  in  these  modem 
times  we  feel  that  a  thing  like 
this  could  never  happen,  tlie 
bare  truth  is  that  there  was  a 
witchcraft  trial,  and  19  people 
were  hanged  in  Salem  for  be¬ 
ing  witches.  In  1692,  after  70 
years  of  religious  and  civil  om¬ 
nipotence  in  the  Massachusetts 
colony,  the  Puritan  theocracy 
was  breaking  up.  And  the  near¬ 
er  the  theocracy  came  to  its 
end,  the  more  desperately  it 
insisted  on  conformity.  This 
desperate  attempt  to  conform 
created  a  mood  which  was 
fanatical.  This  mood  set  off  the 
explosion  in  which  19  people 
were  killed.  These  people  were 
innocent.  Five  years  ^ter  the 
trials  the  juiors  who  coa-  ^

Cape  Girardeau's  Indians  erased  all  hope  for  a  Bearcat 
MIAA  championship  by  turning  back  Coach  Ivan  Schottel’s 
crew,  35-G  Salurday  afternoon  on  Rickenbrodc  Field. 

The  defeat  was  the  seeond  straight  for  the  ’Cats,  who  now 
own  a  6-2  overall  record  and  a  2-2  slate  in  conference  play. 
MSC  has  one  remaining  game  to  be  played,  that  with  South¬ 


west  State  in  Springfield. 

Quarterback  Irvin  White- 
head  was  a  jack-of-aU-trades 
for  Cape,  passing  for  three 
touchdowns,  kicking  five  con¬ 
versions,  and  running  for  one 
TD  himself.  Whitehead  opened 
the  Indian  scoring  midway 
through  Uie  initial  quarter,  tos¬ 
sing  a  23-yard  pass  to  Jim  Far¬ 
rell.  Whitehead,  also  Southeast 
State’s  kicking  specialist,  add¬ 
ed  the  extra  point. 

Cape  Girardeau’s  second 
touchdown  came  on  a  30  yard 
scoring  pass  from  Whitehead 
to  halfback  T^'ayne  Stevens. 
The  visitors  added  two  more 
scoring  plays  during  the  last 
1:02  of  the  period. 

Fullback  Gary  Emmenderser 
plowed  in  from  two  yards  out 
after  Cape  had  gained  posses¬ 
sion  on  the  Maryville  20  yard 
line.  Twenty-three  seconds  la¬ 
ter,  tlie  Indians  recovered  a 
Bearcat  fumble  on  the  MSC  20. 
On  the  ensuing  play.  White- 
head  found  Vern  Manners  open 
in  the  end  zone  for  the  score.

Southeast  completed  its  scor¬ 
ing  with  a  touchdown  with  only 
49  seconds  to  go  in  the  third 
stanza.
